and brought to fever pi tch by the 
Ohio shootings.

If Soviet Premier Alexei N. 


Kosygin's words Monday were a 
barometer of future weather, 
President Nixon's professed 
goal of'an "era of negotiation" 
has been severely set back not 
only with regard to Indochina, 
but in such other enormously 
important areas as the Middle 
East and SALT, the strategic 
arms limitation talks now going 
on "in Vienna. 


On the SALT sessions, for 


example, President Nixon has 
said that the Americans are 
determined to try to "reach 
agreements that will not only 
protect our national security, 
but actually enhance it." What 
does Kosygm say now? 


"Our delegation," the Soviet 


leader told correspondents, 
"went to Vienna to have serious 
negotiations. 
Of course all 


negotiations are based on a 
spirit of trust between parses. 
But when treaties are flouted, 
elementary standards of in- 
ternational law are violated, this 
does not increase trust, the trust 
without which it is difficult to 
conduct negotiations," 


On Indochina and the Vietnam 


talks in Pans, President Nixon 
said a few days ago the United 
States would continue trying to 
end the war at the negotiating 
table "rather than through more 
fighting on the battlefield." But 
it looks, at best, like a long, 
muggy summer for the Paris 
talks which began two years 
ago. In fact, the new bombing of 
Nortn Vietnam offers an excuse 
to Hanoi tc boycott or end the 
talks if it chooses. 
On this 


matter, Kosygin said there were 
"no grounds to believe the 
United States fame to the peace 
talks in the spirit of good will." 


What about the chances for a

U.S. Launches Third Offensive;

SAIGON (AP) — U. S. troops 


launched a third offensive into

On the Fishhook front, 200 


miles to the south, U. S. troops 
met their first serious resistance 
as a column of tanks blasted its 
way into the town of Snuol in 
rubber plantation country eight 
miles inside Cambodia.

FRESNO (AP) — The two 
largest and most liberal faculty 
organizations in the California 
State College system plan to 
merge this weekend, says «Dr. 
Dale C. Burtner Fresno State 
College chemistry professor and

State 
College 
professors. 
He said the merger would 
provide the unified muscle the 
organizations have lacked in 
dealing with administrations at 
the state and local level. 
Dr Burtner said nearly 3,200 


of the 10,000 fulltime faculty 
members in the 19-college 
syetem have registered to form 
the new organization. Another 
500 University of California 
professors also have signed up, 
he said.

An Open Letter To The Bend 
Elementary School Board 


(EDITOR’S 
NOTE: 
This 
letter, though concerned with a 
local 
situation, 
expresses 
opinions on a subject that has 
come to attention in recent 
weeks in this county — just 


in which they have no right to 
be. 
True, the line between policy 
making and administration is a 
very fine one, but it does exist, 
and school districts with boards 
where does the responsibility of education who do not know 
and the authority of the elected where that line is, always find 
school governing board leave off 
and that of the school ad­ 
ministrator and the teachers 
under him begin? 
There undoubtedly has been 
some shift in attitude on this 
through the years. It deserves 
some public consideration.) 


The school year 1969-70 is 


themselves in deep dark trouble. 
School board m em bers, as 
representatives of their com­ 
munity, have the responsibility 
for setting the general policy 
within which 
the 
superin­ 
tendent, 
principals 
and 
classroom teachers work. Under 
the board’s general policy, 
administrative procedures are 
almost over. In spite of many developed and carried out by the 
handicaps, it has been a good 
year. Progress has been made 
and 
the 
y e a r# a 
success, 
regardless of the obstacles that 
have been placed to prevent it 
from being a complete success. 
In reviewing the year, I must 
say, I do not feel the faculty has 
had the full support of the board 
of education. Several incidents 
have made this very obvious. 
The most recent and out­ 
standing 
one 
being, 
the 
discrimination against teachers 
by two board members. In view 
of this and other things, I feel 
there are things I must say. I 
say them without malice or 
forethought of hurting or of­ 
fending anyone. I say them with 
the sincere hope that each 
member of the board will accept 
the facts, and use them to 
become the best and m ost'un­ 
derstanding board that Bend 
District has ever had. May some 
of these things be used as 
guidelines in building a school 
system for the benefit of the 
youth of Uts community, rather 
than for a few and the chaotic 
situation it has been in the past. 
. School boards have been 
defined 
as 
policy-m aking 
bodies. This is exactly what they 
are, a policy-making body. This 
is a very simple statement. But 
what a real meas can be created, 
when local boards of education 
innocently or otherwise enmesh 
themselves in areas of school 
administration and in super­ 
vision where they have no right 
tobe 
Frankly, there can be no surer 
way to confuse and demoralize a 
school system than to have 
board members put themselves 
right into the middle of an area 
In which they Lack both* ex­ 
pertise and understanding and 


staff. 
When 
school 
board 
members know what their role 
is, chances are we will find a 
well run school and teachers 
that are happy and secure in 
their work. 
The honest and sincere school 
board members should be ap­ 
preciated for the unnumbered 
hours of service they giv- to 
their community. Often theirs is 
a thankless job as they make 
hard decisions. Sometimes they 
are ridiculed as they try to do an 
honest job. They have the 
responsibility of trying to 
represent a com m unity of 
varied interests. Let’s say thank 
you to the citizens who are 
honest and care enough to serve 
on boards of education. 
But in the same breath remind 
them that theirs is a policy­ 
m aking 
function, 
NOT 
a 
supervising and interfering job 
that 
will 
jeopardize 
the 
education of children, and 
create chaotic conditions for the 
school and community. 
Education is a necessity and a 
tool, yet it is like a double-edged 
sword. It may be turned to 
dangerous uses, if it is not 
properly handled. 
The most ardent 
objector 
should never forget the famous 
and ancient truth, that it does no 
good for the sheep to meet and 
pass resolutions in favor of 
vegetarianism, so long as the 
wolves prefer mutton. 
There are times when we need 
an open mind and a closed 
mouth, but there is never a time 
when we need a closed mind and 
an open mouth. 
Perhaps no person does 
greater damage to our schools 
or an organization and comes 
nearer wrecking them than the 
man who wants to run things to 


suit his own whims and fancies 
or satisfy his own personal ego. 
We all know people who will 
not work at all unless they can 
“boss the show,” and who are 
impatient and irritated when the 
opinions of others are not in 
strict accord with their own. 
They are the people who 
recognize only two ways to 
accomplish a task — their own 
way and “the wrong way.” The 
good they may accomplish by 
their zeal and activity is almost 
invariably 
offset 
by 
the 
resistance they set up in others. 
Aggressiveness is a virtue 
only when it is controlled and 
accommodates itself to the ideas 
of others, agreeing that all the 
wisdom and ability are not 
necessarily centered in one 
“would be” king. 
The people acting as a school 
board, and representing a 
community, need to exercise 
good judgment for the majority, 
rather than the few, always 
using tact skillfully and wisely. 
Tact is the ability to see and do 
the right thing at the right time 
in the right way and, what is 
often more important, to know 
when to keep silent and do 
nothing.

In California Honored

A stone monument, located 


alongside the highway at the 
headgates of the Glenn-Goluse 
Canal, near Hamilton City, was 
dedicated Saturday as State 
Historical Landmark No. 831, 
honoring the pioneer, Will S. 
Green, called the "Father of 
Irrigation in the Sacramento 
Valley."

Academic training is for those who are interested — those 
whose chosen profession demands it, and those to whom knowledge 
is its own reward. To force any large amount of it on unwilling 
students in the nation’s high schools and community colleges is a 
waste of the students’ time and the public’s tax money. The loss is 
compounded by the fact that large numbers of those unwilling 
students drop out of school without adequate preparation and fail to 
find a useful place in society. From their ranks come many of the 
low-paid, the unemployed, the misfits, the criminals. 


A study carried out in this area by Clayton Gregersen, director 
of the Northern California Small High Schools Project, reveals that 
while only 16 of every 100 students complete college, and 25 drop out 
before completing high school, 90 per cent of curriculum material 
is college-oriented or state required, leaving only 10 per cent that is 
strictly vocational training. There has been some improvement in 
recent years, Gregersen found But there obviously has not been 
enough. 


Vocational training, of course, must include some of the same 
material as pre-college training. Any student, be he future 
mechanic, future businessman, or future doctor, needs some of the 
education basics simply as tools to get along in a civilized world, 
and he needs some introduction to the philosophies of social en­ 
deavor and of government to take his place in a functioning 
democracy. But it’s a matter of amount, of emphasis and of 
presentation. 


There is a question whether there should be a rigid grading 
requirement on subjects for which no exact measure of the 
student’s proficiency is needed.

WASHINGTON - The push of 
U. S. combat troope into 
Cambodia isn't supposed to 
delay their pullout from South 
Vietnam — not, at leaat, unless 
President Nixon's calculations 
go awry.

continue the troop withdrawals 
from Vietnam, although the next 
150,000 may be shipped out at the 
end of the 12-month period. He 
would also like to reduce the 
number of support troops, who 
man the communications and 
supply lines into Vietnam, by an 
additional 50,000 to 60,000 men. 
Of course, replacements will 
continue to pour into Vietnam. 
Only the over-all troop totals 
will be lowered. 
The President, meanwhile, 
has hedged on his promise to end 
the draft and to establish an all­ 
volunteer force. He still hopes to 
move toward this goal by 
making the Army more at­ 
tractive to volunteers. But he 
doesn't intend to give up the 
draft until the Army is able to 
offer the incentives that will 
make it easier to switch to an 
all-volunteer system.

DFG Fishery Biologist Robert 


S. Menchen notes the ap- 
pearance and life history of 
Atlantic salmon and steelhcad 
rainbow trout are similar, but 
the similarity ends there. 


"The Atlantic salmon is a 


spectacular game fish," he said, 
"and attains a maximum size 
well 
over 
twice 
that 
of 


California's 
steelhead. 


However, California cannot 
provide the tytw of habitat to 
which the Atlantic salmon is 
adapted. Past attempts at in- 
troducing it into California have 
been unsuccessful and the ex- 
pectation of a successful in- 
troduction is so remote that it 
does not warrant the effort and 
expense of -jn attempt."

ocean.

survive.

Will First Be Second 
With Second First?

NEW YORK (AP) — Arnold 


Palmer teed up the ball and took 
his familiar stance on the 15th 
hole — the first extra hole — in 
the sudden-death playoff with 
Jack Nicklaus for the $20,000 
first prize in the Byron Nelson 
Golf Classic. 


"Palmer is hitting 
first 


because he had a four on the last 
hole and Nicklaus had a five — 
it's 
Arnie's 
honor," 
the 


television announcer announced 
blandly. 


Palmer waggled his club a few 


times, and then another voice 
came over the air waves: 


"Palmer is hitting first," the 


announcer at the scene repor- 
ted, "because they tossed a coin 
for the honor. Nicklaus won and 
elected to hit second."' 


It sounded like — the start of a 


football game. "Electing to kick 
off ... 
and receiving, with the 


wind to its back ..." 


This was one of the little in- 


terludes that passed almost 
unnoticed — though it planted a 
small seed of curiosity — in the 
tense Nicklaus-Palmer head-to- 
head battle Sunda> at Dallas, 
won by Nicklaus on the first 
extra hole. 


"I never heard of anything 


like this in my life," said Fred 
Corcoran, executive director of 
the 
International 
Golf 


Association and once whip-hand 
of the PGA Tour. 


"If a player winning the honor 


can elect to hit second, what is to 
prevent from choosing whether 


he wants to hit first or second in 
a regular match or tournament? 


The knotty issue was tossed 


ir.to the lap of Joseph C DeyJr., 
the new pro golf commissioner. 
"The coin toss was necessary 


because, with the completion of 
the regular 72 holes, the playoff 
became a .natch-play event," 
Dey explained. "The toss is 
customary in playoffs. 


"I grant that it was unusual 


for Nicklaus to choose to drive 
second but he had his choice. 
Normally, I think a man would 
elect to drive off first." 


Might this lead to a change in 


the long-standing tradition that 
awards the honor of hitting off 
first to the player with the 
lowest score on iha previous 
hole? 


"I don't think so," Dey 


replied. "The so-called 'honor' 
in golf is deeply rooted. It's 
supposed to be an honor to strike 
the ball first. Mrs. Margaret 
Curtis, who won many of our 
women's championships and 
who founded the Curtis Cup, 
always contended that the 
player winning a hole should 
have a choice on the next hole. 


"It never took. Hitting first is 


an act of aggression. It's in- 
tended to put the heat on the 
opponent. 
I 
think 
those 


preferring to hit second would 
be a definite minority. 


"I am also convinced that had 


Palmer won the toss at Dallas, 
being a very aggressive person, 
he would have chosen to drivo 
first."

C alifornia's 
steelhead. 
However, California cannot 
provide the type of habitat to 
which the Atlantic salmon is 
adapted. 
Past attempts at in­ 
troducing it into California have 
teen unsuccessful and the ex­ 
pectation of a successful in­ 
troduction is so remote that it 
does not warrant the effort and 
expense of an attempt.” 
Menchen conducted his study 
after California was offered 


Atlantic salmon for transplant 
by the Icelandic Ministry of 
Fisheries. Many of the state’s 
game fishes, as well as a 
number of game birds, were 
imported from other parts of the 
country or the world, but only 
those whose new homes in 
California matched their native 
habitats have been successful. 
Menchen noted that Icelandic 
salmon tolerate temperatures 
as high as 64 degrees, but spawn 
between 46 and 54 degrees 
Fahrenheit, and California has 
no streams which fit those 
requirements. 
“Steelhead tolerate warmer 
water temperatures but much of 
their California habitat is 
marginal to them because of 
warm water temperatures and 
reduced summer streamflow,”
